Several years ago many local farmers bought ad- 
ditional land, purchasing it, not from the Company, but 
from their neighbors, and paying prices double and even 
ltible, what the original buyer paid to the Company. 


Phgdeflation of prices during the past two years 
(has reduced the earings of thesé farmers by fifty per 
jeent., While the principal and interest payments are still 
at their former level, 


| These lands will not support, on present market 
| prices, the terms on which they were bought, and many 
| will have to revert to their original prices, or somewhat 
labove that level. The process of collapsing the pyramid 
formed by three or four purchasers while the original pur- 
jchaser had not completed his payments to the Company 
iwill not be a pleasant one, but it will be better for every- 
lone when it is accomplished. The day of the large farm 
in this country is apparently passing, and with irrigation 
}particularly, smaller farms are a much better investment, 


both from the point of view of the farmers and the com-| 


j pany.

| It has seemed to us that the problem of the farm- 
fer who bought land originally from the Company and has 
jnot transferred his ownership, is not the price of the land 
but the problem of marketing the products of his land. 


!Farmers throughout Alberta who got their land for noth- 


ing are ina worse position than farmers who purchased 
their Jand from the Company, especially those who have 
had irrigation and used it. 


If the Company could be induced to.co-operate 
| with the farmers in finding a market for the produce of iv- 
lrigated land, conditions here would be much improved. 
The farmers would be better off, and they would be able 
fo make their payments to the Company out of the earn- 
\ines of their land. For example, the establishment of the 
‘Supply Farm at Strathmore has been a great hoon to the 
dairy farmers who are within reach of it, and it has pro- 
vided 2 good monthly cash income, from butter, eggs, and 
ercan which has enabled many farmers and their families 
to ive comfortable and happily. Grain raising is not the 
ideal means of using irrigation, but irrigation land farm- 
evs have been using irrigation for grain, as it was the only 
erop that could be realized on. Profit has been made by 
wrigating erain, but nothing to what could be made by 
imigating for fodder or vegetable crops, if we could only 
sell then in quantity. 


The dry land farmer in this district would henefit 
by invigation too, THe would naturally continue to raise 
evain, (this is not a drought district) and would be assured 
of his fodder supplies, ete., fro mhis neighbors with irrigat- 
edland. The ideal farm is a combination of both irrigable 
and dry land, \ 


Phe problem of financing will have to be worked 
out viong these lines, and there is no reason why the eom- 
‘pany should not consider it. In all the records of the com- 
pany in this district, there is no record of a farmer who 
was working his farm being turned off his land, and the 
Company is as much interested in seeing the distriet pros- 
perous as the rest of us.
